A Mexican paper, -iguila Mexicana, of the 
9a Jane, contains an account of Mr. Poinsett’s 
formal reception as Minister Plenipotentiary 
of the United States, by the President of the 
Mexican Union. The ceremonial was the same 
as that which had been adopted the day before, 
in regard to the British Charge d’Affaires, Mr. 
Ward. The public audience was attended 
by the Foreign: Ministers, the Secretaries of 
the Government, and deputations from the 

- eeclesiastical, civil and military authorities; 
and the room;—which is very large—was 
crowded withsenators, members of Congress, 
and respectable inhabitants of the Mexican 
capital. After the credentials of the American 
minister had been presented and read, he de- 
hivered an address, in Spanish, of which the 
following is a translation: 

** Most Excclient Sir—In presenting to your 
Fxcellency the credentials which have just 
Been read, jt affords me the highest satisfac- 
tion to place them inthe hands of a person so 
distinguished, not only for his heroic efforts 
in the cause of theindependenc of bis country, 
But for his devoted attachment ‘o civil liberty. 

** The United States of America recognize 
the right which’ @very nativn possesses, to 
sdopt the form of government it may judge 
Best adapted to its circumstances, and most 
likely to secure the happiness of its people. 
It cannot, however, be denied, that they re- 
garded with deep intcrest the political move- 
ments of this country, and the final decision 
ofthe Mexican people. It is with unfeigned 
satisfaction, that they have seen the only free 
ipa that borders on them, erect itself 
nto a sister republic, and it has been peculiar- 
ly flattering to them, that it should have made 
choice of a Federal Constitution so similar to 
their own. They ardently hope, that it may 

‘contribute in an equal degree to the pros- 
perity of the people it governs. 

**The principles upon which the right of 
independence has been maintained in these 
puntries, are not only identical with those 
upon whigh that of the United States of Ame- 
rica was asserted and achieved, but rest upon 
the same imperishable foundation—the sove- 
feignty of the people and the unalienable 
rightsofman. To acausereposing upon such 
a basis, the people of the United States could 
not be indifferent From the first dawning of 
the independence of these States, their sym- 
pathies have been, with great unanimity and 
coustancy, enlisted in its favor; they have 
watched its struggles and vicissitudes with 
intense interest, and have rejoiced like bro- 
thers in its successful termination. The sen- 
timents of the Goverament of the United 
States of America have been in perfect har- 
Mony with those of their people, and, their 
Political course such as was prescribed by 
their relative duties to all parties, At an 
early period of the struggle between Spain 
end her -colonies, they considered it in 
the light of a civil war, in which both par- 
ties were entitled to equal rigbts. They 
have never ceased, by their negotiations, 
to exert their influence with Spain and the 
other nations of Europe in favor of the Ame- 
rican States; and have frequently represent- 
ed to the former the policy of concluding a 
peace with her late colonies. 

* As soon as it appeared that Spain had no 

Jonger any prospect of maintaining her do- 
Minion over these countries, and that they had 
established governments of their own, and 
within a yearafter Mexico had declared her 
independence, the United States acknowledg- 
ed it by a solemn act, which passed their Con- 

ss with unexampled unanimity. They have 
since deelared thar they would not regard 
with indifference any attempt on the part of 
the powers of Europe to wrest it from them. 
In this act of recognition, they took the lead 
of the whole civilized world, and gave an ex- 
ample which has since beea followed by the 
freest governinent of Europe, and which, by 
this act, has sown itself to be the most mag- 
Manimous, 

“tt is by no means my intention, in thisme- 
capitulation Of the course of policy pulgy 
towards these countries by the United 
of America, to boast of services rendered, or 
to solicit amy favors in return. The United 
States will require no privileges for their citi- 
zens from this government, which they will 

» not be willng on their part to accord to the 
citizens of Mexico. They wish only to sce 
the friendly relations between the two coun. 
tries so extended and harmonized as to pro- 
mote the welfare of both; and that the first

When Cerran was called to the bar, he was 
without friends, without connections, without 
fortune, conscious of talents far above the mob 
by which he was elbowed, and endued with 
a sensibility which rendered him painfully 
alive to the mortifications he was fated to ex- 
perience.

Arthur Wolfe, afterwards the unfortunate and 
respected Lord Cilwarden. The first fee of 
any consequence which he received, was 
through his recommendation ; and his recital 
of the incident cannot be without its interest 
to the young professional aspirant, whom a 
temporary neglect may have sunk into dejec- 
tion. ‘I then lived,’ said he, upon Hog-Hill; 
my wife and children were the chief furniture 
of my apartments; and as to my rent, it stood 
pretty much the same chance of liquidation 
with the national debt. Mrs. Curran, however, 
was a barrister’s lady, and what was wanted 
in wealth, she was well determined sheuld be 
supplied by dignity. The landlady on the 
other hand, had no idea of any graduation ex- 
cept that of pounds, shillings and pence. I 
walked out one morning to avoid the per- 
petual altercations on the subject; with my 
mind, you may imagine, in no very enviable 
temperament.
